This assertion will bo 
"received, no doubt, with great dissatisfaction 
by the class tho bill is intended to relieve; Cut 
tho frozen truth in that, wero a direct volo to 
be taken to-day on tho bill, squarely on its 
merits, it -would fail. Tho influences operat- 
ing against tho bill aro auch that it loscg-f rionds 
every day, and tho longer delayed tho wcr.kor 
it grows. A day or two ago Bon Eullor wrote 
a letter to tho secretary of tho treasury, arfkiug 
him to write a letter giving his views as to tbo 
bill Tha secretary declined to'do so, for tho 
reason, as stated1 by him, that ho could not ap- 
prove of it, and hence govo it the charity .of 
ailenco. 


There is bound to follow great distress if tho 


bill fails.to beeomo a law. Several_of tho 
largest distilling houses of tho cotmtry'will bo 
forcod into bankruptcy. ' Those \rtio can with- 
atand tho pressure long- enough will no.doubt 
take out oi.bond auch goods as aro not hypothe- 
cated by warehouse receipts, and oxpo'rt their 
goods to t!io West Indies, Cork and Liverpool, 
Lfor orders." Tho distillers who absolutely 
own the product now in bonded warehouses 
can protect themselves by exporting it, as . 
they will not be required to pay the tax until • 
it returns to this country. This can ba done, 
too, at a trifling coat 
The shoo, however, 


will pinch with, those who have borrowed 
money on the product thoy have bonded. Thoy 
can not raiso tho money to lift tho warehouse 
receipts which hare been hypothecated with 
the banks, and without tho receipts they can 
not withdraw tho goods. This elaaa will have 
to pay tho taxea, or financially go to the wall. 


Tho failure to pasa the bill is likely to bring 


on auch distrusts that a financial panic is not 
improbable. It ifl not tho distillers alone who 
will Buffer, but those also who hold their pa- 
per. Ho matter how tho situation ia presented 
to members of congress they affect indiffer- 
ence, and take no interest in tho bill because it 
is called a whisky bill Hence, -for this in- 
difference and not for other causes, tho bill ia 
more likely to fail than to pais. Of coarse, its 
friends will remain here to the end, and en- 
deavor to have it passed; but the outlook is 
anything bat encouraging for them. •

A Mechanical I'iano-Player.- 


Professional musicians and pianist* 


have for several months been interested 
vn the progress made by an inventor of 
&is city, toward the completion of an 
automaton which shall play upon the 
piano with impression and'brilliancy, 
i or years moro or less unsuccessful at- 
tempts have been made by different in- 
ventors to perfect such an apparatus, the 
result in.the best of cases being unsatis- 
factory for any purpose except dancing! 
I he device of passing over the- keys or 
pipe openings a sheet of paper so perfora- 
ted that at the right moment the perforai 
tions allow a current of air to passs,-and 
work the key or allow tho air to'pass 
through the organ pipe, has been widely 
used. With organs thi; device was more 
successful than withapjano; in the latter 
case the clement of touch was as impor- 
tant as those of power and duration, and 
the touch, tone, and power may be altered 
so many times in a single run of a score 
of notes that musicians have considered 
an automatic pianist as beyoud" the pos- 
sibilities of invention, although •: sonie 
creditable attempts have been made; 
but the "automatic pianos" in the mar- 
ket play with mechanical effect which is 
exasperating to cultivated ears. The new 
invention aims at nothing less than the 
exact reproduction of piano music as 
played by famous virtuosi such as liubin- 
steiii and Josefly, reproducing its minu- 
test effects of delicate shading as well, as 
power and brilliancy. To say that this 
has been accomplished will b"e received 
with skepticism by all persons who know 
anything about music, and, after a care- 
ful study of what the automatic piano 
actually docs, it can not be aaid that it 
has been, accomplished. But much has" 
been done, and as tho present defects in 
the performance of the instrument are 
possibly the result of imperfect mechan-
